Criminal and civil proceedings against 
all persons concerned in the fraudu- 
lent transactions in connection with 
the construction -and furnishing of 
Pennsylvania's $13,000,000 Capitol are 
recommended in the final report of 
the Capitol Investigation Commission, 
mace to Governor Stuart today. 


Eighteen persons are named in the 


report as being involved and the at- 
torney-general, through the governor, 
is urged to act at once. 


The Guilty Ones.

Senator A. G. Dcwalt and repre- 


sentative R. Scott, the Democratic 
members of the commission, presented 
a-brief supplemental report in which 
they specifically 'name most of those; 
already mentioned as criminally and 
civilly liable fpr frauds against the 
state. They are in entire accord with 
the report of-the Republican members 
and presented tiheir supplement as a 
further expression of their individual 
views. 


The commission says it was enabled 


to ascertain by testimony that goods 
costing

were sold to t'-ie 


state by Sanderson and the_Pennsyl- 
vania Construction Company for ?6,- 
434,74S a profit of $4,S(iO,S-tU. 


The report was presented to the 


Governor by Chairman Fisher in the 
presence of the commission. 


Vigorous Prosecution. 


After receiving it Governor Stuart 


issued a statement in which he said: 


"I will transmit the report to the 


attorney-general for his action, and I 
can assure the/people of Pennsylvania 
that there will be a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of every person whom the 'evi- 
dence may show to have been guilty 
of any criminal offense in connection 
with the construction and furnishing 
of the state capitol." 


"Whenever the evidence submitted 


shows that there has been any money 
wrongfully or fraudulently taken from 
the state treasury, civil suits will be 
commenced to compel restitution.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16:—Interest in 


the telegraph strike is centered today 
in the probable effect of the general 
strike order issued this morning by | 
President Small of the National Union I 
and whoch called upon all operators 
employed by t:ie 
Commercial Tele- 


graph Companies, and those working 
private and leased wires not under 
union contracts, to go out. 


Throughout the east there were few 


if any responses to the call. This was 
explained on the,ground that all op- 
erators who would strike had-already 
quit work and here the strike order 
yas given importance only as affording 
official sanction of the action already 
taken, by the strikers without the 
previous approval or consent of the 
national officers. 


Both the Western Union and the 


Postal companies sai dthey were not 
affected by President Small's call and 
asserted that they were working their 
wires better today than any time be- 
fore, since the strike was declared. 
Business, it was said, was again mov- 
ing smoothly. 


The Associated Press was not affect- 


er adverely. On the contrary several 
of the men who liad left the service 
in the East returned to work after 
the strike order "had been promulgat- 
ed. 


Arbitration Accepted,

year. The figures prepared by Assessor 
Beard show that the advanced rating 
has added materially to the taxable

The assessed valuation of the lots 


fronting on Sierra street from Second 
to Commercial Row; on North Vir- 
ginia street, from First to Commercial 
Row,

mercial Row in 1906 was $271,337.

same 
territory, 
representing 


about 11 squares, will carry the valua- 
tion of $1,198,750 for 1907. Evidence 
of the magnitude of this increased 
valuation is shown by the following 
figures; 


Virginia Street Increase. 


Last year the west side of North 


Virginia street, from First to Second, 
a distance of 375 feet, was assessed 
for $125 a front foot. The value was, 
with the $5000 added for corner lots, 
$46875. For 1907 the front-foot valu- 
ation is ?500 and the total $202,500. 


The west side of the block between 


Second and Commercial Row, a dis- 
tance of 287 1-2 feet, was assessed for 
$175 
a front foot in 1906, the total 


value- being. $49437.50. This same 
property will be held, for $151,250 this 
year. 


The east side of North Virginia 


streeet between First and Second, a 
distance of 258 feet, was .assessed in 
'1D06 at the rate of $125 a front foot", 
the total being, with the arbitrary 
$5000 for the corner lot, $32250. The

"Complaints seem to be general as 


to the incompetent manner of light- 
ing Thursday's fire, and it may be fail- 
to presume that the absence of wind 
prevented a general conflagration.

improving and enlarging the fire de- 
partment as circumstances require. 


Publicity Effects Reforms. 


"There is nothing like publicity in 


effecting improvements and reforms, 
and I heartily commend the stand tak- 
en by The Journal in the report of the

Attempt Made to Intimidate Press Into 


Silence on Reno Fire Fighters' 


Gross Incompetency

WO thugs, one of whom, Oscar Kussel, disgraces the uniform 
of the city fire department, and the other 'of whom, Thomas . 
Biggs, is a roustabout in. the employ of the Southern Pacific 


Railroad, yesterday made a cowardly assault on E. L. Houcliins, a 
member of The Journal's reportorial staff. 


Neither of his assailants was known to Mr. Houchins up to the 


moment when, in sclf-dcnfense, he was compelled to engage in a per- 
sonal encounter with the.m. The sole cause of the assault was the fact 
that Mr. Houchins is employed by The Journal, and that this paper 
dared yesterday morning' to tell the truth about the. flagrant incom- 
pctency which marked the work of the Reno fire department in fight- 
ing the Plaza fire, on Thursday. 


The purpose of the assault was an effort to intimidate the press of 


Reno into preserving silence on the subject of the incompetency and 
demoralization which rules in the fire department—the way thugs have 
of trying to stop'just criticism by acts of runffianism. 


Kusscl's attack- on Mr. Houchins was particularly cowardly. Biggs, 


who is a larger and heavier man than.Mr. Houchins. had laid'hands on 
the .latter, and had been promptly knocked into a mud puddle by The 
Journal, reporter.. Mr. Houchins followed up his advantage, and was 
.administering to the S. P. roustabout the thrashing he deserved: when 
three policemen seized him.and dragged him away. It was while these 
officers, one having hold of either arm and the other clutching him at 
the throat, were holding him, that Kussel, the firemian,- rushed in and 
struck Mr. Houchins a blow on the jaw. 


The assault occurred before several hundred'people who had been 


attracted by an alarm to the scene of Thursday's blaze. The firemen- 
friends of.the two thugs cheered them on in their dirty work, and the 
fighting started an incipient riot, which was only quelled by 'vigorous 
use of maces in the hands of policemen. Altogether, the affair was a . 
disgraceful one. '

After the assault had been committed, W. W. Webster, whom" 


Mayor Kirman declares to be incompetent to fill-the office of chief of the 
fire department, who is commonly believed to know more about "fire- 
water" than he does about either fires or \vater, whose, absences 
from duty because of debauches are notorious, whose laxity of disci- 
pline has brought the fire department to its present state of demoraliza- 
tion, and wlpse failure to properly direct the fighting of Thursday's 
fire was responsible for the loss of the Manning Building, commended 
the thuggery of Kussel, and Biggs, the the S. I', roustabout, declaring 
that personal violence is the only way he and his men have of obtaining 
justice at the hands of the Reno press.

across tl*e sidewalk"to a pond

I was on top. 


Biggs weighs 40 pounds more than

He is much taller.

.police arrested me, Biggs was pros- 
trate on the ground. The crowd was 
fighting around 
us, and Biggs, en- 


couraged by the hodlums he repre- 
sented, told me to be careful; that 
he had the sheriff's office
